force, between agile cleverness and the 

slow, lumbering movements of a heavy 

body. It reminds me of a panther versus 
elephant fight, or of that old music-hall sketch 
in which a ‘‘monocled masher’? was wont to 
thrash a big, ugly brute who was used to bully- 
ing all and sundry. Japan has brains and is 
using them. Before the war began, albeit our 
sympathies were with our ally, there ‘was 
always a grave doubt as to whether she could 
possibly live in a struggle with Russia. There 
seemed to be such a disparity in their fighting 
weight. But, like the monocled masher afore- 
said, Japan has shown us not only that she can 
hit, but that she knows how, when, and where to 
hit. Good gracious! what a day March 10 was 
for the Japs! Talk about a busy morning! 
Well, here is Admiral ‘Togo’s official dispatch— 


T'= is a war between brains and brute 


Japan’s Busy Morning. 

“An attack on Port Arthur took place on 
March 10, as previously planned. Our destroyers 
were formed into two separate flotillas. Both of 
them reached the outside of the barbour at mid- 
night on the 9th and reconnoitred, but no enemy 


was seen. At dawn the second flotilla laid 
special mechanical mines in many places, 
and succeeded in the task, notwithstanding 


the intermittent fire from the enemy’s forts. 
At balf-past four a.m. the first flotilla encoun- 


tered six Russian destroyers at the south of 
Liaotishan, and a hot action took place for 
twenty minutes. In its course three cf our 


destroyers — Asashio, Kasumi, and Akatsuki— 
fought very closely against the enemy's destroyers, 
almost touching each other, and delivered. a hot 
fire. The enemy’s destroyers were severely 
injured, either being damaged in engines or 
suffering from -the outbreak of fire, and fled 
away in great confusion. Our ships also sus- 
tained some damage. Casualties on our side 
are seven petty officers killed and nine men 
wounded. The Akatsuki’s auxiliary steampipe 
was destroyed; but all the destroyers of the 
first flotilla have no difficulty for further fight- 
ing or navigation. ‘The second flotilla, when 
it was leaving the outside of the harbour at 
seven a.m., found two Russian destroyers just 
coming back into the harbour, and attacked 
them, intercepting their return course. One 
of the two escaped, but the other—namely, the 
Stereguichy— was disabled and captured by 
our destroyer Sazanami, which tried to tow 
it back. However, the leakage was great and 
the sea very rough, and the towing-rope was 
broken. Therefore, after the prisoners, four 


in all, were taken up, the captured ship was 


left, and she sank fat ten minutes past ten a.m. 


The damage in the second flotilla is insignifi- 


cant. Casualties: Two men killed and one} 
officer and three men wounded. Although | 
the Novik and Bayan came out from the 


harbour towards the second flotilla, they soon , 
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fire, but no damage was inflicted upon our 
ships. A detached squadron of cruisers went 
to Dalny, and destroyed the enemy’s. buildings 
on the San Shan Islands. ‘The Takasago and 
Chihaya scouted the western coast of the entrance 
of Port Arthur, but no enemy was seen. A 
Russian destroyer, which had been sunk in 
Pigeon Bay in the last battle, is found to be the 
Viushitelinuy, of which now the upper parts of 
the masts and funnels are seen on the surface. 
All our ships discontinued the battle at two p.m., 
and retired.” . 
Cutting Through Ice. 

A Chronicle message from Tokio says- 

“ Further reports of the bombardment of 
Vladivostok show that it was extremely cold 
at the time, and the leading vessel had to cut 
its way through the ice. It approached near 
enough to see the soldiers on the forts. “The 
hospital-ship has arrived at Shimonoseki with 
eight sick Japanese and twenty wounded 
Russians on board.

He could 
not remember when he was not in difficulties. Several 
witnesses were called, and on Friday a verdict for the 
defendant was returned. Plaintiff applied for a stay of 
execution, but Mr. Justice Darling saw no reason for this

Poultry Hints. 


If a‘ piece of land ” is past of a well-drained meadow, 
and one wishes to keep.the grass in fairly good con- 
dition, it is large enough for a dozen adult fowls. If it 
be gravelly soil devoid of grass, it will easily accom- 
modate from thirty to forty fowls and will leave room 
tor chieken-rearing. Chickens are not reared, but hatched, 
in incubators; the period is three weeks, the same as if 
the eggs were put under a hen. Forty hens will require 
from two to eight cocks, much depending on breed, 
on accommodation, and on season. For instance, for active 
non-sitting hens on an unlimited range during spring, one 
cock will serve twenty. If the runs are confined, a cock 
should not have more than ten hens during that season.

Wages of Farm Labourers in America. 


An exceedingly useful and timely bulletin of over sixty 
pages reaches me this week from the Department of Agri- 
culture, U.S.A., dealing with the above topic. It has been 
said by some people that even though the wages of the 
artisan classes may in general be higher in America than in 
England, yet in the case of the agricultural labourer the 
wages in England are much higher than in America. Of 
course, one story is good until another is told; and in the 
bulletin alluded to we have the other side of the question, 
and from official sources, One of the numerous tables 
gives the wages of farm labour per month for the year, 
without board. Taking a dollar to represent 4s., then the 
lowest wage of a labourer works out at £45 per annum, or 
just over 17s. a week. ber d to the other extreme, and 
taking the highest wages paid, we see that these are £138 
per annum, or £2 133, a week. A further examination 
shows that the wages generally paid are about £75 a year, 
or just over £1 8s. a week.

elay transplanting where this is at all necessary, says a 
writer in Gardening Illustrated, Not that such work is 
needful each year, but it may be done in nota few instances 
every third or fourth year with, advantage, so far as the 
flowering is concerning. Speaking generally, the: third 
year may be accepted as the maximum, inasmuch as after 
that period the plants become so unduly crowded with 
stems that it is not possible for all to develop good leads of 
bloom. A thinning of the shoots may be adopted in such 
cases, it is true, but this will not benefit the.exhausted soil 
in close proximity to the plants, It is, indeed, greatly 
due to. the gross feeding nature of the phlox that 
transplanting with division. is so essential to continued 
success. In a wet and comparatively sunless year, like 
that of 1903, many fine clumps of phloxes that had not 
been replanted for seven years at least carried very hand- 
some trusses of flower, some of the examples bearing as 
many as three dozen heads of bloom each. Had the year 
been very dry, however, these very old masses would be 
the first toshow the exhausted nature of the soil around. 
Hence it is important to avoid such, and be prepared for 
emergencies. The pa. moist condition of the soil is 
very suitable for the work of replanting, particularly in 
those soils that quickly drain when the rain ceases. In all 
such soils no time should be lost in getting the work done. 
In the more holding soils early planting is less important, 
but even in these there is loss ratifér than gain by any 
material delay.
